The dead were found on the prairie 


with their bodies badly mangled and 
clothing nearly stripped from them. 


The clouds met at a point about 


eight miles northeast of Gary, attained 
a rotary motion w-th the tail of the 
cloud descending the ear ih. Wherever 1 
it, touched everything-was destroyed; 
It first struck the farm buildings of 
Carl Peterson, then the barn of V. E. 
Johnson, where a number of horses and 
sheep were killed. JJejrt was M. A. 
Keny on's place, the barn was destroyed 
and 
considerable 
livestock killed. 


Kenyon was severely injured about 
the limbs by flying timbers. Morti- 
mer Hunt's farm buildings were next 
destroyed and here the first life was 
lost. The storm took up the kitchen, 
moved it away from the house and 
scattered iis timbers for miles around. 
Albert Killion, employed as a farm 
laborer by Hunt, was in the kitchen

picked up in a dying condition about 
200 feet from the house, having been 
struck in the back of the head and in- 
jured internally. He only lived three 
hours after beinp found.

struck, the storm jumping- entirely 
over an intervening house without do- | 
intr any damage. 


The Hutchinson family were allin 


the housu when the storm picked it up 
and scattered it tog-ether with the 
barn and outbuilding's for miles around 
on the prairie. The entire family were 
found dead about 300 feet from where 
the house stood. 
Their deaths appar- 


entlv were caused by bruises and cuts 
on the heads. 
Baby Hutchinson, fire 


weeks old, was still alive when found 
but died in a snort time.

The sight at Hutchinson's place is 


horrible. 
The place is covered with 


dead horses and cows and broken fur- 
ni'ure and farm implements.
